- With regard to applicants' argument that Terauchi does not teach/suggest an elastic body. The examiner disagrees because Terauchi 
clearly discloses elastic body (27, 21 7A, 228) for pressing at least one of the fixed and orbiting scroll against the other scroll (see col. 4, 
line 68- col. 5, line 1-3; see col. 5, line 49 - col. 6, line 27 and see Figs. 3, 4a, 4b, 5a, 5b) (emphasis added). 

- Applicants also state that it is not obvious to combine references to arrive at applicant's invention as claimed (see the Remarks section, 
pages 7-9). In response to applicants' argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there 
is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to 
one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Terauchi teaches a scroll compressor with spiral walls having the different axial height and 
sealing elements (27, 21 7A, 227). Nieter herein merely for the teaching that it is conventional to utilize back pressure chamber being 
provided on the side face of the end plate of the orbiting scroll for improving the axial compliance. The claims do not patentably define 
over the combination of references as set forth in the above rejection. Furthermore, claim 1 only recites the elements individually (i.e. ab 
elastic body) and fails to provide structural connections between the elements. Thus, the combination of the Terauchi and Nieter does 
arrive to the applicants' invention as claimed. 

- In response to applicants' argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features 
upon which applicant relies (i.e., the elastic body supports one scroll against a frame secured to a housing) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
